In an able article In tHW Noitli American 


Knvinw for January on Evil Incidents to Ira- 
uil»;iatlni)t occur the following interesting 
stftivmcnts: "In 1870 Mr. Z It Brooking 
stated us to the previous occupation of 101), 
OW-prUonors In fifteen different prisons that 
82 pur cent, were laborers and servants, 16 
per cent only were artisans, «ml less than 
one. per cent, came from the educated oro- 
fes'loDs. Those citations fiom recognized 
authorities show that poverty and lack of 
suited tnnlesBianslilp la a marked peculiari- 
ty of tbe prison population. 


Thai following statistics from the same 


paper strikingly shuw the valu? of churches 
and Sunday schools- During the three years 
ending September 30th, 1830, 004 were re- 
ceived into the Michigan state prison; their 
arer»(fe age n«s about SI jears. Attendance 
at church—regular, 45; irregular, 174; never, 
591$; unknown, l.~ Attendance at Sunday 
school regular, 15; irregular, 80, never, 
unknown, 1. Tho well ordered family 
shown by regular attendance upon religious 
worship and the Influences which lead chil- 
dren and youth to tbe place ot religious ID' 
strucllon are most effective In the prevention 
ot crime, and next li the methodical acquisi- 
tion of a trade."

Testified 
that he saw the scuffle between Taylor and 
Prlgmore and saw Taj lor empty five barrels 
of bis revolver into Vilguiore. Upth men, lie 
said, were Intoxicated. 


James Dobbins gave about the same testi- 


mony submitted by the others with the ex 
ceptlon oflhe statement that~he saw the fra 
us over the game ot cards and heard l'i in- 
more agree to drop the matter, lie saw. the 
revolver In the hands of Taj lor both before 
and after the shooting; also saw Prigmore 
strike Taylor when ho came Into the saloon
